It Was the Third Attempt. 


Senor Borda was elected president by a 
very narrow majority. The people, it was 
faid, were sadly disappointed at the result, 
but order and quiet was maintained. 

The leading papers of Uruguay deplored 
the election of Senor Borda and declared 
that it marked a reaction in the country’s 
Progress. Later President Borda issued a 
Proclamation to the effect that his admin- 
istration would conduct the business of the 
state in the interest of the whole nation 
and that he would invite the assistance of 
all political parties to that end. 

This proclamation made a very favorable 
impression, An ettempt was made to as- 
bassinate the president on the afternoon of 
April Zist last. An unknown man met 
President Borda on the street and shot at 
him. The ‘president cscaped without in- 
jury and the criminal was captured.

CAPE STABBED POOL TO DEATH. 


Fight in Hall County with Fatal Re- 
sult. | 

Gainesville, Ga., August 25.—(Special.)— 
Mr. James M. Pool was killed with a knife 
in the hands of W., P. Cape at Lula, in 
the upper edge of Hall county, late yester- 
day afternoon. The coroner, Mr. A a ee 
Dorsey, held an inquest over the dead 
body and the jury returned a verdict of 
voluntary manslaughter. 

Cape was arrested and lodged in the 
county jail here by the sheriff immediate- 
ly. He was seen in his cell this morning 
and says that the killing was done in self- 
defense. 

“Pool jumped on me,’’ said the prisoner, 
‘tHe is the biggest man, and I pulied my 
knife and cut him without any intention 
of committing murder. It was about a 
young lady that I had been going to see 
that the affair began. Pool was an over- 
bearing man, and while I am sorry the 
thing occurred, he ought to have been 
killed.” 

The killing occurregd..in the woods and 
there were no witnesses. The two fought 
together some time, Pool having no weap- 
on of defense and Cape possessing the Knife 
and getting the best of the fight.

KILLED HIS WIRE 


WITH A SHOTGUN 


Will Harper Then Tells a Neighbor 
of the Shooting, 


CLAIMS IT WAS AN ACCIDENT 


But Evidence Indicates That the Deed 
Was Deliberate. 


DOCTORS GIVE SOME IMPORTANT TESTIMONY 


Show That the Man’s Account of Kill- 
ing Is Untrue—Harper in Car- 
roll County Jail. 


Carrollton, Ga., August 25.—(Special.)— 
Will Harper, living some eight miles south- 
west of Carrollton, in this county, killed his 
wife this morning,at his home at 2 o’clock. 
Harper asserts that the killing was acci- 
dental. He says he arose about 2 o’ciock 
to kill an owl that he heard in the yard 
and that on returning into the house his 
wife, who had got up, him in the 
hall with a lamp and box of matches, and 
that when she turned to go into their bed- 


met 


room he followed her and that he stumbled 
over a chair and the gun accidentally dis- 
charged, the load of shot hitting his wife 
between the shoulders just below the neck. 

Harper notified, it is said, his nearest 
neighbor, Reuben Handley, of what had 
happened. Harper and his wife are both 
well connected, Harper himself being a 
nephew of Hon. G. W. Harper, who repre- 
sented this county in the legislature a num- 
ber of years and who is now Indian agent 
in Oregon. Harper and his wife had two 
children. 

The verdict of the coroner’s inquest. just 
received, is that Mrs. Harper came to her 
death by a gunshot wound, and the gun 
was in the hands of William Harper, and 
that the same was murder. 

Harper, in his evidence, sa‘'d that the 
gun went off as he was falling and when 
he was a foot from the floor, and Drs. 
Hamrick and Veal, who had examined the 
wound, testified that the direction was 
on a level and could not have been fired 
in the position he says he was. 

Harper also stated in his evidence after 
the shooting that he had walked across the 
‘hall into another room, where he had laid 
his gun on a bed and came back to where 


his wife was and asked her if she was 
much hurt, and she said she was not, and 


as the baby was crying she told him to rock - 


the cradie. The doctors stated, on the 
contrary, that the shot passed through her 
heart and lungs and her death must have 
been fnstantaneous and it would have been 
impossible for her to have spoken. 

Public sentiment is running high against 
Harper. He was brought in by the sheriff 
and is now in jail.

RAILROAD IN YUKON DISTRICT. 


English Syndicate Has a Big Scheme 
in Hand. 

Skaguay, August 17, via Seattle, Wash, 
August 25.—A civil engineer of Juneau, C. 
E. Garthside, and six assistants are now 
surveying the White Pass in the interest 
of an English syndicate, which intends to 
run a railroad from Skaguay, the entrance 
to the pass, to Taku Arm, a distance of 
sixty-eight miles, and eventually to the 
Hootalinqua river; 110 miles. 

E. A. Sellinghurst, of Victoria, is one 
of the principal promoters of the company. 
This road when completed will be the 
shortest and quickest route to the Yukon 
country, and it is the intention of the com- 
pany to build wharves and warehouses at 
Skaguay. The highest altitude of the road 
will be at the summit of the White Pass, 
26.00 feet. The summit is about twenty 
miles from Skaguay. The surveying party 
has been at work since July 28th and ex- 
pects to have the survey completed in 
two weeks. They are now twelve miles up 
the river.

Every county official who leases or per- 
mits to be leased a misdemeanor convict 
for other than public work does so in v.o- 
lation of the plainest statute in the law 
books of the state. and in addition is prob- 
ably liable for personal damages. 

This much was discovered yesterday, and 
its discovery has made the convicts’ situa- 
tion so much worse than it was before that 
the legislature will hardly dare™to ignore 
it as other legislatures have been doing 
in the past. But it is doubtful if the peo- 
ple will wait for the ‘egislature to meet 
before some cetion is taken, showing the 
pressing need for immediate reform in this 
direction, Without a single exception, the 
attorneys of Atlanta yesterday said on 
habeas corpus proceedings they could re- 
lease every misdemeanor convict from 
the shackles of confinement in private 
camps, and that no contract between the 
counties and less:es was worth the paper 
it was written on. 

Supreme Court’s Decree, 

The supreme court of the state has de- 
cided exactly this, and in two cases has 
declared so positively and urequivocally 
against the legality of ieasing misdemeanor 
convicts to private individuals that there 
is no room for doubt as to the legal as- 
pect of the case. Their latest decision 
was rendered on December 21, 1894, on a 
case in whith a county sued a private con- 
tractor for not 
as he had agreed to take. The case came 
up originally before Judge Clark, of the 
Newton superior eourt, in the March term 
1894, and the facts involved are fiese: 

On September 27, 1890, the county of Wal- 
ton, by its ordinary, entered into a contract 
with a lessee named Franklin, whereby it 
agreed to deliver to him at its -jail all 
convicts sentenced by the superior and 
county courts to work in the chaingang 
upon the public works during the years 
1891 and 1892, he representing in this con- 
tract that he maintained in Newton cou.- 
ty a public chaingatg inspected by the 
grand jury of that county, with suitable 
provisicn for the safe keeping and man- 
agement of such convicts as might be plac- 
ed under his charge by the county au- 
thoritics fer the purposes of carrying out 


the sentences of the courts, and agreeing 


to pay certain named prices for different 
classes of convicts; to take all convicts and 
maintain them whout expense to the 
ccunty; to send prcper guard for them 
when notified, pay the stipulated price on 
their delivery, 6nd keep, guard, clothe 
and work all such ccnvicfs as provided in 
the respective sentences of the courts. 
For the faithful performance of this con- 
tract he executed a bond with security, 
payable to the crdinary of Walton coun- 
ty and his successors. The county per- 
formed its part of the contract, giving 
due nctice and delivering all convicts called 
for in response thereto, but about August 
29, 1892, Frarklin refused and continued 
to refuse for the balance of the time cov- 
ered by the agreement, to receive or send 
for any he agreed 
under the take, whereby the 
county was forced to keep them in fail 
until they rehired, and then to 
rehire them at lesser rates than he had 
agreed tc pay.

Privat’. Contracts Barred. 
Without this interruption by the 
supreme court, however, the law govern- 
ing the disposition and control of mis- 
demeanor convicts is too plian to be mis- 
understood. In the first place, misde- 
meanors are punishable at the fur- 
thest limit only by a fine of $1,000, by 
a committal to the county jail for six 
months and by twelve months’ service on 
public works. There is no provision 
Suggestion of lease about it. The misde- 
meanor convict act says that “the cuunty 
authorities having control of such con- 
Viets shall provide suitable places for 
their safe keeping and shall employ nec- 
eSsary overseers and guards for their safe 
keeping and comstant and diligent employ- 
ment upon the public works.’’ 
The only reference to leasing 
sort js the following: ‘‘County cummis- 
, sioners or ordinaries may hire convicts 
from other counties that do hot work their 
own. convictS upom. such terms may 
be agreed upon by the respective county 
authorities, and such convicts shall be 
worked on the public works in connection 
with the convicts of the county hiring 
them. Said authorities shall prepare and 
have published reasonable and humane 
rules and regulations for the ryovernment 
of the convicts under their control.” 
There is not a line or a syllable any- 
where on the statute books which sug- 
gests the leasing of the convicts to pri- 
vate parties for private employment, In 
1892 Govermor Northen sent a messaze to 
the legislature urging in strong terms 
that some action be taken in reference to 
the misdemeanor convicts, and at tthe 
Same session of the legislature Judge Jos- 
eiph Ss.

He says that no 
account is kept of them, and tiuat to all in- 
tents and purposes a negro or white man 
convicted of misdemeaner disappears* from 
the earth immediately the county offi- 
cers get their blood money ftom the les- 
see. According to the exact sttistics, 
the chances are about ome ‘n four in some 
camps that they will never come back alive 
and in others chances are «ne ‘'o’six. 
There is absolutely no inspection by any 
State, county or municipal officer. Where 
the law is obeyed and the convicts are 
employed on public works, under = super- 
vision, they ate as a whole well fed, well 
cared for, well clothed, and contented; in 
fact, Colonel Byrd says in his report that 
he knows of but one instance of brutal 
treatment in a misdemeanor camp operated 
under county control. Fulton county is an 
instance of this, for here the misdemeanor 
convicts are cared for by competent men 
and given the attention that tney should 
receive everywhere.

to a crime. A distinguisned state official 
yesterday when asked why this wholesale 
disobedience of the law was permitted, 
said: 

“It’s because nobody is especially as- 
signed umder the law to look after these 
things. The legislature ought to have 
acted long ago, but has not done so be- 
cause of the tremendous pull wieided by 
those who make money out of the wretches 
they abuse. Not only do the lessees them- 
selves grow rich and influential, but I 
know of several cases Where m2n Who sat 
in the legislature were themselves inter- 
ested in the labor of misdemeanor ccm- 
victs. At least one such man is in the legis- 
lature at the present time, and I have no 
doubt there are several others. 

“Then, again, the whole political ma- 
chinery of the county stamds in with the 
lessees because the very first money earn- 
ed by the poor devils goes to pay the 
cost of their trial and conviction.. Not a 
dollar of the rental reaches the county 
treasury until the sheriff and the deputy 
sheriff and the county solicitor and the 
bailiffs and the court clerks and the jus- 
tices of the peace and the ccmstables and 
all other officials who aided ‘to put him 
in the chaingang are paid their fees in 
full. It is not to be supposed, therefore, 
that these people are in favor of breaking 
up a system which is so profitable to 
themselves. 

A Case in Point. 

“A case in point recently came to my 
attention and it will be a good thing to 
publish as illustrating the horror of our 
present method. A colored man was con 
victed of*larceny and sentenced to twelve 
momths in the chaingang. The county 
solicitor personally took charge of him 
and carried him over to a private camp, 
where the contractor gave him $:0 in cash 
for this prisoner. A few months later 
it was discovered that the man was inno- 
cent of the crime charged against him 
and the judge and iury before whem he 
was convicted signed a petition to the 
governor praying for his release. The 
county solicitor refused to sign i: Ixncavse 
he had received: his 7100 in advance and 
distributed it among the other court offi- 
AXials and did not want to pay ‘t- buck.’

Suddenly he drew 
two gold pieces from his pocket, and then 
with great foree threw them at his near- 
est neighbor. This was followed by a volley 
of gold, which was hurled at the fleeing 
passengers. Tollant pulled a revolver out 
of his pocket ‘and flourished it when he 
was approached by the _ train hands. 
Waving his weapon, the man started run- 
ning down the aisle of the car. 

. Then he drew his watch from his pocket 
and threw it at the persons who were 
crowding each other to get into the other 
coach door. Then he approached the few 
who were still in the car and who were 
expecting momentarily that the maniac 
would pull the trigger of the pistol which 
was leveled in their direction. However, 
the man did not fire his revolver. He would 
stoop and pick up his watch and throw 
it again against the now closed door, which 
prevented him from following the men 
and women whom he had chased from the 
car, While he was bending to again pick 
up his timepiece Conductor F. M. Clerk 
seized him.

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Railroad Offices Must Be in Americus | 


Until Decision on Injunction. 

Americus, Ga., Augus. 25.—(Special.)—The 
traffic department of the Georgia and Ala- 
bama railway will be brought back to 
Americus from Savannan. 

Recently this part’ of the general offices 
of the company was hurried away in the 
face of a temporary injunction granted by 
Judge Littlejohn upon tiie petition of citi- 
zens of Americus. Hearing of the injunc- 
tion was had last Wednesday, Judge Lit- 
tlejohn reserving his decision. 

Proceedings for contempt of court were 
brought against Generai Manager Gabbett 
and Traffic Agent Pope for having removed 
the transportation department of the rail- 
road to Savannah, and todav 
Judge Littlejohn rendered a decision hold- 
ing Mr. Pope in contempt and ordering 
all property in his department returned 
here within five days. The contempt case 
against General Manager Gabbett was dis- 
missed. 

The decision in the main case for a per- 
manent injunction against the removal 
of the general offices has not yet been ren- 
dered. 


POPE COMPLIES WITH ORDER 


But Will Test the Validity of Injunc- 
tion in Supreme Court. 
Ssvannah, Ga., August %.—(Special.)-- 
Major A. Pope, general freight ard pas- 
serger agent of the Georgia and Alabama 
railroad, sent an order here today, in com- 
pliance with the order of Judge Littlejohn, 
instructing all of his men, recently brought 
here from Americus, to come back to that 
city. Major Pope having been adjudged in 
contempt, complied at once with the order, 
but the question on the validjty of the in- 
junction to prevent removal will be pushed 

in the supreme court.

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KRUGER SHAKES OFF BRITAIN. 
Says Treaty of 1884 Does Not Provide 
for Great Britain’s Suzerainty. 
Pretor‘a, South African Republic, Au- 
gust 25.—At a meeting of the volksraad 
today, President Kruger delivered a speech 
which is tikely to cause the greatest ex- 

citement in Great Britain. 

He said the relations between Great 
Britain and the South African republic are 
regulated by the convention of 1s8. He 
added that in the convention of November. 
1881, a reference to the suzerainty of Great 
Britain did appear, but that in the next 
convention, that of 1884; not a single word 
appeared bearing precisely upon that point 
and since then the suzerainty has ceased 
to exist. This, he continued, did not dv 
away with the*fact that the South African 
republic and the whole nation recognized 
the convention and would endeavor to 
maintain it entirely; but they could not 
recognize the suzerainty of Great Britain, 
because !t was entirely opposed to that 
convention. 

They wished to maintain friendly rela- 
tions with the whole world, and in this way 
race hatred would gradually disappear. 
Wherever love dwelt, said the president, 
in conclusion, the blessing of God would 
follow. 

President Kruger’s remarks were greeted 
with the loudest applause from all present.

The 
People of this section of Georgia wish to 
See the convict lease system entirely wiped 
out forever. The plan of. Judge Turner 
does not provide this. If submitted to a 
vcte, the people would never indorse the 
hiring out of convicts as he preposes. 
Therefore it would seem that the penal 
sSland, on which all the convicts could 
work in the open air, would be the best. 

Speaking of this today Mr. Hamilton, one 
of Rome’s most prominent lawyers and a 
partner of Solicitor General Moses R. 
Wright, said: 

“The plan in The Constitution for placing 
the convicts on a séa island is to be eom- 
mended the best yet suggested. The 
location wovld be ideal, as it would re- 
move’ from civilization the vicious atmos- 
phere of the penitentiary. I do not think 
any city or town in Georgia would wish to 
have the penitentiary farm located near it. 

“To a great extent the competition with 
free labor which is the hue and cry agains< 
making goods behind penitentiary walls 
would be done away with on this penal 
island. The sea island cotton and other 
products raised on the island could be 
shipped north, and would compete very lit- 
tle with the average Georgia farmer. 

“In the way of cost, this penal island 
would involve much less, I believe, than 
the farm proposed by Judge Turner. Then 
he proposes to continue the lease system, 
teo, which the people of Georgia do not 
Want.

Hon. Joseph Mansfield 
has made a wise suggestion. With his 
popularity and persistency he has nearly 
always carried his plans to success. While 
he suggests Sapelo island, I think the 
different islands wff,the coast should be 
examined. Ossabaw, St. Catharine and 
Bear islands might be more practical loca- 
tions. ‘he aece-sibiity ot Ossabaw isiand, 
Which is near Savannah, might commend 
it more than any other. 

“The mere fact that Colonel Mansfield in- 
dorses the plan, and that he Constitution 
considers it favorably, is enough to tnake 
it worthy of consideration to the tax payers 
and citizens of Georgia.’

The Tribune of tomorrow, August 
will say under the title “In Favor of 
Pénal Island:” 

“The placing of the Georgia convicts at 
the expiration of. the present lease system 
on a sea isiand off our coast is the best 
Suggestion yet made. 

“It has so many merits that they all can- 
not be mentioned fully in a brief newspa- 
per article, but let thoughtiul taxpayers 
and citizens of Georgia consider tise 10i- 
iowing: 

“1. Desirability of location. Judge Tur- 
ner'’s plan contemplates the purchase of a 
tract of land of 5,000 to 7,000 acres for the 
penitentiary farm. Where will be find it? 
None of our large cities or smali ones de- 
Sire the penal colony with its freed crimi- 
nals and vicious atmosphere located near 
them. If put on an island off the Georgia 
coast the criminal would be entire:y sepa- 
rated from law abiding people. The inde- 
terminate sentence couid be instituted and 
the prisoner never liberated until entirely 
reformed. There are off the coast of Geor- 
gia several islands from which one could 
be selected. The location would be ideal. 

“2. No ‘competition with free labor. If 
the (2,300 convicts were put to farming sea 
island cotton could be raised most prvfiia- 
bly. There is a splendid demand at good 
prices for all that can be grown. Two 
crops of Irisn potatoes could be raised 
every season. Sweet. potatoes, corn, rice 
and all other farm products grow in pro- 
lific crops. There would be little compe- 
tition with Georgia ‘armers. Stalsstics 
show that the conyiet farms in Mississippi 
and North Carolina have been more «han 
seif-supporting. 

“3. Cost at a minimum. The expense to 
the state in purchasing one of these islands 
would be comparatively small, and the 
guard duty would be done at the very 
lowest cost. The saving in rewards for es- 
caped prisoners would amount to a good 
sum itself. Escape would be impossible 
with the few boats at the wharf locked 
and one guard for day and one for night. 
Judge Turner makes his estimate $1,174,375 
for establishing the penitentiary farm and 
maintaining the prisoners for five years. 
We belleve we can demonstrate it can be 
done for half this amount on a sea island. 
The cost of buildings would not be as great 
ag in interior portions of Georgia, owing to 
the warmer ciimate. The fish which coulda 
be caught from the ocean and the fertility 
of the soil would guarantee food without 
great labor. The press and people of Geor- 
gia are strongly opposed to leasing the 
convicts again and Judge Turner’s plan 
fails in that respect. We believe that the 
penal island plan will come nearer set- 
tling the vexed convict problem for Georgia 
than any other which can be adopted.’’

PROMISES TO BE VERY LIVELY. 


Maryland Republicans Have Double 
Delegations to Their Convention. 
Baltimore, August. 25.—The republican 
state convention which will meet at the At- 
lantic pavilion at Ocean City tomorrow 
promises to be one of the liveliest in the 

history of the party in Maryland. 

The convention will nominate candidates 
for state comptroller and clerk of the 
court. of appeals. A new state central 
committee will also be elected. 

But the chief interest in the conclave cen- 
ters about the result of the fight in the 
ranks of the party in this city. In the 
eontest for mayoralty namination Senator 
Wellington as leader or the organization 
had indorsed Theodore Marburg. The 
friends of Willlam T. Malster, president of 
the Columbian works, protested against 
having. their champion thus ignored and 
made an issue before the peopic, Malster 
developing great strength at the primary 
elections held in his interest. 

The two sets of primaries culminated, in 
two city conventions, which last night 
named two candidates for mayor. At the 
same time in each of the three legislative 
districts which cover the entire city two 
district conventions were held, each nomi- 
nating full delegations to the state conven- 
tion.

As 
the columns moved on nearer and nearer 
to the shield, the first platoons wheeling up 
Delaware avenue, the human sympathy 
that had been pent up for an hour of walt- 
ing broke out in.one tumultuous climax 
of enthusiasm. 

At the reviewing stand a 
decorated compartment in the middle 
the 3.000 seaia for spectators had been set 
apart for the president, the governor, the 
secretary of war and other distinguished 
guest?. ° 

Archbishop JTreland was the first to re- 
ceive recognifon from the assemblage, a 
hearty cheer being accorded to him as he 
took his position on the stand. General 
Ruggles, the adjutant general of the army, 
and General Sickles were recognized. Sena- 
tor Mark Hanna came to the stand early, 
but few people seemed to recognize him 
and such greeting as he received was from 
friends in the McKinley portion of the 
é6tand. 

At 1:30 o’clock the president and Gover- 
nor Black left the reviewing stand. Lunch 
was served at a private residence near by. 
The stay at lunch was very brief, how- 
ever, and the president and Governor 
Black were soon back in their places and 
the president was again bowing and smil- 
ing and lifting h'!s hat at the veterans in 
an indefatigable manner.

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The Case of “Biscuit.” 

The case of the little boy known as 
“Riscuit” is one that demands the 
thoughtful attention of all humane and 
_right-thinking people. It is a case that 
is in some respects out of the ordinary, 
for the reason that the boy himself has 
qualities of mind which, if rightly de- 
veloped, would make him a useful: and 
successful citizen. 

“Biscuit” is about thirteen years of 
age. His father is dead, and his mother 
' 4s said to be of feeble mind. The child 
has neyer known the restraining in- 
fluences of home. Consequently it will 
‘not surprise the reader to know that he 
has been frequently arrested for crimin- 
al eonduct. Only a few weeks ago he 
was released from the county chain- 
gang after serving a term of six months. 

This record would go to show that the 
little boy is incorrigible; but, in this 
case at least, the record does not point 
to the truth. ‘The child is not incorri- 
gible, though the education he has re- 
ceived in the chaingang is not calculat- 
ed to help his morals or to deepen Is 
_ respect for the humanity of those who 
_profess to be Christians. Why igo 
-—<4t? Nothing that “Biscuit” has ever 
done is one-half as criminal as the ren 
sult of the law that sends children of 
tender age and sensitive minds to the 
chaingang. In a spirit of bravado, ‘“Bis- 
cuit’ may have burglarized a store—in- 
deed, he was caught in the act Tuesday 
night. But why not? What oppor- 
‘tunity have the Christian men and wo- 
‘men of this community givento such 
waifs as “Biscuit” to make useful men 
rand women? What example of Christian 
‘charity has been set them? 

This little boy (and we suppose there 
are many others in the town) has never 
known the restraining and developing 
influences of home. [Ile is not a crim- 
inal in the ordinary meaning of that 
word. Heis not vicious. He is not 
even dishonest. ‘‘What!” we hear some 
pious soul say; “not dishonest; and yet 
-caught stealing? Well, the Lofd have 
mercy on us!” Dear sir, or madam 
(as the case may be) we sincerely trust 
‘your prayer may be answered. The 
mercy of the Lord is needful to ug all 
every hour of the day and night, and 
respecially at this time when we are en- 
‘gaged in the extraordinary work of sac- 
rificing human souls to the vengeance of 
the law. 

But we have very good reasons for 
believing that “Biscuit” is not dishonest. 
A gentleman of this city (Mr. Andrew 
P. Stewart, to make no mystery of it) 
has taken a very lively interest in the 
boy, being attracted by the child’s nat- 
urally bright mind. On various occa- 
éions he has sent the child out to get 
money changed, or to buy stamps, some- 
times entrusting to his care as much as 
$20, and never less than $5. And there 
has never been a penny missing. Now, 
surely if the child is as reckless, as in- 
corrigible as his record would make out, 
he would have made off with some 
of the money entrusted to him. Yet it 
is nevertheless true that he has ‘never 
had instilled into his mind the real dif- 
ference between right and wrong. 

Tuesday night when found burglariz- 
ing a store on Whitehall street, he had 
a pistol in his pocket. If, in a spirit 
of bravado, he had used his pistol to kill 
someone, the  state—the community 
which takes no account of such waifs, 
except to make hardened criminals of

have? Simply those natural instincts 
Christian education strives to 
blunt—instincts sharpened in this in- 
stance by contact with the very cream 
(as it were) of our criminal classes. 

It is useless for Christian men and 
women to try to evade the responsibility.

when they fail to provide an asylum, a

tory or whatever you will, there should 
be some place where the waifs and 
strays may be made good and useful 
citizens instead of being driven by the 
law into a criminal career.

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An Important Meeting. 

As announced elsewhere in our news 
columns, the board of county commis- 
sioners of Fulton county has taken the 
initiative in the call for a meeting of 
all the county commissioners of Georgia. 
The convention will be held in Atlan- 
ta on the 16th of September, and while 
here the visiting commissioners will be 
royally entertained by Fulton’s five com- 
missioners. : . 

The meeting will be the first general 
convention of the county commissioners 
of the state, and it is to be hoped that 
it witl be largely attended. The af- 
fairs of ninety of the hundred and thir- 
ty-seven counties of the state are man- 
aged by boards of county commission- 
ers, and the number is being steadily in- 
creased; so that, in a few years, it is 
probable that every county in the state 
will have its board of commissioners, 
In counties not now having commission- 
ers, county affairs are directed under 
the old plan of administration through 
the ordinary’s office. The membership 
of the county boards varies from three 
to six commissioners; and, estimating 
five as the average number, four hun- 
dred and fifty commissioners have been 
invited to attend the September meeting 
in Atlanta, and of the whole number 
invited, a very large attendance may be 
expected. 

The call for the convention is especial- 
ly timely, for the most important ques- 
tion: for the consideration of the general 
assembly which meets in September, is 
that which involves the rearrangement 
of the state convict system. The coun- 
ty commissioners’ convention: has been 


called primarily for the purpose of dis-— 


cussing this problem, and the action ef 
the Fulton county commissioner 
bringing all the commissioners of | 
state together in advance of the meeting 
of the legislature, was a happy inspira- 
tion. As the county commissioners of 
the various counties of the state are 
more closely identified than any other 
authorities with the control of county 
convicts, and are, therefore, presumed 
to be familiar with the defects of the 
present system and the requirements 
Which should be met in the adoption of a 
new system, it is eminently proper that, 
in advance of the meeting of the legis- 
lature, they should throw such light on 
the question as will better enable the 
representatives of the people to meet the 
change in the most satisfactory way. 
Another very important question for 
discussion at the county commission- 
ers’ convention will be the publie road 
system of the state, but this question 1s 


so closely identified with.the convict 


problem that it naturally becomes part 
of any discussion: in which the disposal 
of the convicts is an issue. 

The county commissioners of Geor- 
gia are a representative body of men. As 
a general thing, they’ belong to the best 


citizenship of their respective counties, 
and the convention which is to be held 


in September bids fair to be not only 


one of the most representative, but also 
one of the most important gatherings of 
Georgia officials which have assembled in 


the state in a long while. 
The commissioners will be received 


with open arms by Atlanta; and in ad- 
dition to the provision which has been 
made for their entertainment, through 
the personal generosity of the Fulton 
county commissioners, the citizens of At- 
lanta will take occasion to make gur dis- 
tinguished visitors feel at home\ by ex- 
tending to them the freedom of the-city, 
coupled with other warm evidence of

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Mr. Pulitzer Indorses Republicanism. 


The New York World comes to the 
front with a double-leaded article eom- 
menting on the arguments and predic- 
tions of the bimetallists before and af- 
ter the campaign of 1896. In order to 
attract attention, The World singles out 
Mr. Bryan and assumes to reply to his 


arguments. 


To show our readers the nature of 
the logic employed by the gold organs 
to bolster up their cause, we reproduce 
here a portion of The World's article: 


Does not Mr. Bryan now see that he was 
in error in supposing that silver and wheat 
were allies, and in assuming that the majin- 
tenance of a good 100-cent dollar meant a 
still further decline in the price of. farm 
products? Why should not Mr. Bryan be 
honest and manly enough to acknowledge 
these demonstrated errors of opinion? He 
is young enough to admit the errors of 
youthful misthinking. He has seemed 
upon oceasion to be brave enough to con- 
fess error and recede from it. 

Still again, in his speech No. 138. at Ashe- 


ville,-N. C., on September 16, 1896, Mr. 


Bryan said: 
“The only way to stop the outflow of 


gold is to adopt bimetallism and raise the 


price of wheat and cotton and pay our 
debts in produce instead of in gold.” 

Yet without adopting that system of 
free coinage at the absurd ratio of 16 tol 
which Mr. Bryan called bimetallism. we 
have stopped the outflow of gold and have 
promise of a tremendous inflow. Without 
free coinage we have seen a phenomenal 
rise in the price of wheat and corn and 


cotton and all other agricultural products, 
and a very hopeful return of prosperity. 


Here The World puts a question and 


answers it completely without intending 
to do so, and without knowing that it 
has done so. Why should Mr, Bryan, 
cr any other democrat, change his views 
as the result of a phenomenon? A 
“phenomenon” is something that is un- 
expected and unprecedented. Can the 
people of this country afford to depend 
upon “phenomenal” conditions as the 
basis of their prosperity? 


But The World jumps too far with 


its “phenomenon.” There has been no 
“phenomenal rise’ in the price of 
‘“eorn and cotton and all other agricul- 
tural products.” There has, indeed, 
been a “phenomenal” rise in the price 
of wheat, and the price of corn and oats 
has advanced in sympathy. There has 
also been the annual increase jn the price 
of cotton at the close of the cotton year. 
But the increase in the price of wheat 
has been of a sensational character and 
may fairly be described as “phenome- 
nal.” , r 


Mr. Seth Taylor, one of. the largest 


millers in England, says that he has 
never known so considerable an advance 
“in so short a time without any very 
striking change in the situation to ac- 
count for it.” Yet he believes “the 
rise springs from natural conditions’— 
that is tosay, an unprecedented shortage 
in the wheat crops of the countries that 
have heretofore competed with the 
American farmers in the European mar- 
kets. ; 7 


But The World, in its futile attempt to 


annihilate Mr, Bryan’s arguments, will | 


not admit the foreign shortage. On the 
contrary, it traces the rise to an entire- 
ly different cause. Commenting on Mr. 
Bryan's argument -that the only way 
to stop falling prices is to increase the 
amount of money to be exchanged for 
property, The World says: “The peo- 
ple voted decisively to refuse that re- 
lief. Yet ‘falling prices’ were instant- 
ly checked’”—by the election of McKin- 
ley—‘and from that day’’—election day 
—*“to this the price of every agricultural 
product of the country has steadily, and, 
as to the great staples, enormously ad- 
vanced.” 

There you have the secret of the whole 
business discovered and exposed, and 
The Worldisso proud ofitthatit gives 
its statement the emphasis of black type 
right intthe body of the editorial. Our 
readers know, of course, that the state- 
ment is not true, but The World is com- 
mitted to it—is committed to the declar- 
ation that all this glorious prosperity 
which the country is now supposed to 
be enjoying, the high price of wheat, and 
increase in the prices of other products, 
including manufactured goods, have all 
come about by the election of President 
McKinley. “Falling prices were in- 
sStantly checked,’’ and “from that day to 
this the price of every agricultura] prod- 
uct has steadily, and, as to the great 
staples, enormously advanced.” 

In The World's article we note an in- 
vocation to Mr. Bryan to recognize facts 
and to mend his ways. “Why should 
he not render a conspicuous service to 
his countrymen by .acknowledging his 
errors and correcting them?” Why 
should not The World take its own medi- 
cine? It admits that the election of 
Mr. McKinley has accomplished the won- 
derful change that has taken place. It 
practically admits that the legislation 
which has followed Mr. McKinley’s elec- 
tion has been good for the country, or, 
at least, not bad. Why should not the 
editor acknowledge the error of his ways 


a lamentable pity” if the leadership of 
such a newspaper should be lost to the 
republican party ‘“‘because of a mistaken 
notion of consistency—that paste jew- 
el that has never deceived the true 
statesman.”’ 

We have merely paraphrased “The 
World’s invocation to Mr. Bryan. If 
our contemporary believes what it says, 
that the election of Mr. McKinley has 
produced the phenomenal advance in 
wheat and the rise in other prices, then 
its editor owes it to his conscience, to 
his readers, and the public at large to 
give > enthusiastic support to the par- 
ty and the president’ which has pro- 
duced these results.

“tT advocated years ago using all the 
able-bodied convicts on public works, and 
the placing of the women and ingen 
convicts upon farms where they coul 
sustain themselves. We need in Georgia 
good roads beyond ajmost anything else. 
There is nothing which hurts the farmers 
so much as the bad roads; and if we were 
to substitute for them a system of excel- 
lent roads we would not only greatly bene- 
fit the roads themselves, Dut the roads 
would more than pay for themselves in the 
increased valuation they would bring to 
farm properties. I know it is urged 
against this plan that the cost of the 
maintenance, guarding and clothing of the 
convicts would have to be borne by the 
state and that it would be considerable. I 
grant that. But the results would certain- 
ly justify the outlay. The first cost of a 
plow and a mule and the hire of a negro 
to operate them seem a heavy burden to 
the farmer just “starting in to cultivate his 
land, but if the plow, mule and negro are 
properly worked, the returns morte than 
justify the original outlay. 

‘With good roads Georgia would blossom 
from the mountains to the sea. We need 
them sadly. As it is, the farmer who has 
a load to haul has to adjust that load so 
as to fit the worst spot in the road over 
which he has to haul it. There may be 
nine miles and a half of good road over 
which he could haul three baies of cotton 
with comparative ease, but because of the 
other half mile of bad road he can haul 
only two bales. We often hear complaints 
against the charges made by the railroads 
for hauling the products of the farms; 
these complaints may or may not be just, 
but how many:of those who complain have 
considered thé-greater cost to the farmer 
of hauling his products over bad roads? 
I think, therefore, that anybody who will 
study the question, considering not only 
the immediate outlay, but the ultimate re- 
turns to the farmers and to the state in 
the increased valuation of farm properties 
and the increase of tax returns which 1s 
sure to follow, will agree that the benefits 
to be derived from such a system will far 
outweigh the cost to the state. 

“Of course,”’ continued Congressman 
Livingston, ‘““the convict question is one 
not to be settled without the most careful 
study. There is no doubt that the people 
of the state are unatkerably oppesed to 
the lease system and that is doomed. As 
to what will take its place we must be 
governed especially by two considerations; 
what is most humane to the convicts—al- 
Ways considering the necessity for proper 
punishment—and what will bring the best 
practical results to the state. [t seems to 
me ‘that by using the able-bodied men on 
public improvements the best results from 
every standpoint can be obtained.” 


‘There is a fashion among certain Vir- 
ginia politicians,’’ said Mr. F. Lee Massey, 
of that state, ‘“‘to charge everything that 
does not meet their approval against ‘Tom’

TO BE EXEMPTED 


Army People at Fort McPherson May Send 
Their Children to School. 


NEW RULES TO BE AMENDED 


The Fort People Will Not Be Barred 
from Atlanta Schools. 


THEY ARE TO BE FAVORED BY THE BOARD 


Army Officers Cannot Move to the City 
and Under an. Agreement They 
Will Send to Local Schools. 


Fort McPherson will .be exempted from 
the new ruling of the board of education 
that children of non-residents of Atianta 
cannot secure admission to the _ public 
schools of this city. 

Mayor Collier says he thinks there is no 
doubt that the board of educa#ion will 
make an exception in the case of the bar- 
racks people and that the children of the 
officers and men of the army will be per- 
mitted to continue to attend the Atlanta 
schools as heretofore. 

When the new rules were adopted no one 
thought of the Fort McPherson people and 
the consequence was that the rule was 
adopted without excepting tt@m from its 
It is recognized by the board, now 
that attention kas been called to the silua- 
tion, that the ‘children of the army people 
should be allowed to attend the Atlanta 


schools for various reasons, 

Mayor Collicr says he thinks there was 
an agreement made between the United 
States army people and the city of Atlanta 
when the barracks were located where 
they are now that the children of the offi- 
cers should be allowed to attend the At- 
lanta public scools by paying a certain 
tuition. Since the establishment of the 
fort the children have been getting the 
benefits of the local schools by paying one- 
half the rates paid by other non-residents. 
But under the new rule the fort children 
are barred out from the schoo's as are 
children of other non-residents. 

Barracks Folks Are Pleased. 

This announcement will be received with 
Satisfaction by the army folk and it will 
be welcome news to them, Since the an- 
nouncement of the fact that the board 
will exclude non-resident children this year 
the barracks folk have been wondering 
where they would send their children to 
school and the question has been taken 
under consideration by Colonel Cook, com- 
mander of the fort. He {Is pleased with the 
prospect of the board of education amend- 
ing its rule so as to admit the children of 
the barracks people as heretofore.’ 

The army folk argue that it is impossible 
for them to move into Atlanta and in that 
Way obtain school advantages: They are 
Stationed at the fort and cannot leave the 
reservation to take up residence elsewhere. 
The rules of the army require the officrs 
to reside on the government fort property, 
and but for the privilege enjoyed by the 
army men in the past of sending their chil- 
dren to the Atlanta schools they would 
have been put to great extra expense and 
cost by sending their children to private 
schools or establishing Schools at the fort. 

Mayor Collier said yesterday it is recog- 
nized by the board members that the fort 
people are entitled to more consideration 
than other non-residents because of the 
fact that they cannot move into the city 
like others. “He says it is certain that an 
exception should be made in the case and 
that there is no doubt that the board 
Will take that action at its next meeting, 
amending the new rules so as to admit the 
barracks children as in the past. 

Country People Moving to Town. 

The entorcement of the new rule of the 
board of education will probably have the 
effect of increasing Atlanta’s population 
considerably. Many non-residents who 
have heretofore sent their children to the 
public schools ‘will now be denied that 
privilege and many have stated that they 
will desert their country homes and come 
into the city. And the new’ rule may have 
the effect of resulting in an extension of the 
cily limits of Atlanta in the near future. 

Some time ago the question of extend- 
ing the limits in certain directions was dis- 
cussed, but a great. how! was sent up from 
residents of territory contiguous to At- 
lanta. The country peuple have been en- 
joying nearly every, privilege of the citi- 
zens of Atlanta, having gas, water, sewer 
and other conveniences right at their 
homes, in addition to having the privilege 
of sending their children to the Atlanta 
schools, They enjoyed all the benefits of 
the city and escaped the payment of city 
taxes and paid nothing into tne treasury 
for the things they were getting when com- 
pared to the burdens borne by the actual 
citizens. 

Now the sentiment of the country people 
may change and it would not be surprising 
if they make a move to secure admission 
into the city. It is argued that the city 
limits shouid be extended and that there is 
a great deal of territory which should be 
a part of the city proper. The people of 
these districts will be foreed to come in the 
city or else send their children to private 
schools, and that is expensive, they say. 
Altogether the new rule of the board has 
stirred up quite a deal of interest among 
the non-residents as well as the people of 
Atlanta. 

It is also proposed to amend the new rules 
so as to allow the non-resident children 
now in the schools to continue until they 
graduate, but no more. children of non- 
residents will be permitted to enter the 
schools. 


PASTOREJECTED FROM CHURCH 


Brightwell Had Possession, but Was

CARRIED THE KEY AND PADLOCK 


Was Made To Give These Up and Now 
Another Preacher Has Been

The troubles of the Windsor Street Bap- 
tist chureh, colored, having a congregation 
of about twenty-two members and located 
on Windsor street, are many. 

The pastor of this church was arraigned 
before a jury in Judge Orr’s court to adn- 
swer to the charge of forcible entry and 
detainer and a large part of the congrega- 
tion was present to see that justice was 
administered according to their view of 
the case. 

Until last March the church had known 
no disturbances and it seems that the con- 
gregation was one of the most harmonious 
to be found anywere, 


When the case was decided against him | 


Robert B;ightwell had charge of the 
church. He more than had charge of it. 
He was in complete possession, it seems, 
since he held the keys to the locks on the 
doors. 

Robert Grant was the pastor of the Wind- 
sor street church and during the time he 
had charge of it all was peace and harmo- 
ny. He was taken sick, however, and 
another preacher was obtained to: fll his

| place during his absence. Grant died and 


still the other man retained the place. 

One Sunday the man who had been the 
pastor’s substitute announced to tne con- 
gregation that he could no longer serve 
them in the capacity of pastor and re- 
quested them to obtain some one to take 
his place. A meeting of the congregation 
was then held, it seems, and Brightwell re- 
quested to act as pastor until a permanent 
one could be Obtained. This, it appears, 
he agreed to, and took charge of the 
church. 

While a portion of the congregation was 
pleased to have Brightwell, it seems that 
others did rot approve of it. Things moved 
along this way until finally great dissatis- 
faction arose in the congregation and 
Brightwell was requested to call a confer- 
ence. This, they say, he réfused to do. 

Then one of the trustees went to Bright- 
well and told him he was causing a great 


amount of dissatisfaction and he had better |

get out. This did not meet with Bright- 
well’s approval. 

Up to that time the trustees had retained 
charge of the church, but at this juncture 
it appears that Brightwell procured a pad- 
lock of his own and placed it on the door 
and no one could enter except with his per- 
mission. : 

Then a meeting of the Baptist preachers 
Was called to settle the difference and 
when they arrived at the church the doors 
were locked and they could not enter. It 
seems *that a messenger was sent for 
Brightwell, but he would not deign to come 
to the churcn. 

This, togeifier with other things, caused 
the trustees to think that it was time to 
take steps of an urgent nature to remove 
the self-made pastor. Action was brougnt 
in Judge Orr’s court and the jury found 
that Brightwell was in the wrong. All 
now seems to be quiet at the church.

The case of Culmar & Co., of Cincinnati, 
against Bluthenthal & Bickart, of Atlanta, 
which was to decide whether or not phos- 
phate gin manufactured by Bluthenthal & 
Bickart was animitation of gin phosphate 
ranufactured by Culman & Co., and 
Whether Cutman’s rights had been in- 
fringed on, ended in a victory fer Bluthen- 
thal & Bickart and phosphate gin yester- 
Gay when Judge Lumpkin refysed to grant 
the injunction prayed for by Cullman & 
Co. 

It seems that the Culman company Mman- 
ufactured a liquor to which was given the 
name of gin phosphate. This was placed 
upon the market under the name and tirade 
mark given. 

Bluthenthal & Bickart, of Atlanta, manu- 
factured a liquor which was called by them 
phosphate gin, and which was placed upen 
the market under that name. 

It seems that about six months ago the 
Culman company filed a bil] against Blu- 
thenthal & Bickart,. claiming that they 
were infringing on their rights by placing 
upon the market an article which was #0 
similar in name to theirs. 1t seems that 
they intimated that phosphate gin was an 
imitation of gin phosphate, and was mis- 
leading to the public. The two articles 
were put up in packages somewhat similar 
only phosphate gin of Bluthenthal & Bick- 
art was put up in round bottles. 

The case was heard by Judge Lumpkin 
some time ago. All the evidence was sub- 
mitted, and it included a bottle of phos- 
phate gin and one of gin phosphate. The 
point left for him to decide was rather a 
neat one. 

Judge Lumpkin has been out of.the city, 
and has had several cases under ccnsider- 
ation, this being one of them. He returned 
Tuesday, ard yesterday handed down a 
decision in the phosphate case. 

In his decision Judge Lumpkin held that 
the Bluthenthal & Bickart company had 
rot infringed on the proprietary rights of 
the Culman company, of Cincinnati, in the 
manufecture of phesphate yin. He, there- 
fore, refused the injunction asked. 

Mr. A. Bluthenthal, of Bluthenthal & 
Bickart, was seen yesterday afternoon, and 
Stated that his firm would enter suit 
against Culman & Co. for damages to their 
business.

FRANCE HAS TAKEN HIM UP 


The Government Secures His Painting 
for the Great Gallery. 


Henry Tanner Was Well Known Here 
and Has Many Friends Who Re- 
joice in His Success. 


A tablegram has brought the:news to 
Atlanta that Henry Tanner, a negro who 


some years, has won the greatest distinetion 


in that field. 

He recently exhibited in the salon a 
work entitled “The Rising of Lazarus,” 
which received signal praise from the 
critics ard has been purchased by the 
French government for the Luxembourg. 
This information stirred many people in 
Atlanta, as the artist is well known here, 
and many years studied under the late 
Horace [tradley, who was considered one 
of the foremcst 4rtists in the seuth. Henry 
Tanner, the forturate negro, is a son of 
a missiorary of the African Methodist 
church from this state. 

The artist, after showing to his friends 
here that he was possessed of real talent, 
weit to the north, where he studied for 
a time, and afterwards went to Paris. 
There he studied urder Constant, and 
through his guidance has won his signal 
victory. 

His friends here are glad to know of 
his good fortune, and many that knew 
him in the years of his beginning said 
that he had the talent of a real artist 
and would, if given the advantages, become 
one. 

St is said that he occupied the same 
room in which the studio of James P. Field 
is now located. One who knew him here 
said yesterday: ‘“‘Henry Tanner, though a 
negro, is possessed of agncst refined and 
aesthetical nature and a remarkable artistic 
talent. 

“His compositions are full of poetic 
sentiment and tender feeling. They not 
infrequently carried off the first prize in 
the mcnthly contests in the Julien Acade- 
mie over some of the best students in 
Paris and of that famous school. 

“IT have often preditted aie successful 
career for him, but hardly expected so 
soon to hear of such complete success. I 
am informed that the picture ‘The Rising 
of Lazarus,’ had just gained him a third 
prize in the Paris salon. 

“Only in recent years tas any Amert- 
can been honored by having a painting 
purchased by the French government for 
the Luxembourg gallery. Henry Moshler’s 
painting, ‘The Return,’ was the first Amer- 
ican picture to receive that honor. 

“Since then Walter Gay and two others 
have had the same honor. The fifth choice 
falls to this negro, who has lately been 
a resident of this city.’’

Mr. O'Bryan gave the following version 
of the assault as éold by the men who work- 
ed on the road and who were eye-wilhesses 
to the affair. . 
“There has been bad feeling between Jim 
Thomason and old man Brown about Jim 
Thomason having stolen a _ pistol. Last 
Monday when the hands were on the road 
for work, Jim Thomason and his brother 
‘refused to work under Mr. Brown, who 
was the overseer. Mr. Brown tried to get 
them to go to work, as they had been duly 
warned according to law. When he did it, 
Jim Thomason cursed him several times, 
in front of the residence of Charley Bel:. 

“An old and respected citizen who Wis 
present asked Thomason not to curse Mr. 
Brown as he was doing. ~Brown told 
Thomason that he could whip-him, if he 
#was sixty-eight years o!d and a- eripple, 
swhen Lee English, Theodore Thomason. 
Jim Thomason and Lon English, immediate- 
ly went down the road picking up their 
spades and pick, making the murderous 
assault on him. 

‘‘Eye-witnesses say tnat Mr. Brown was 
totally unarmed and that he Mad never 
spoken one word to Lon English when he 
struck, and it was without provocation, 

“Mr. Brown is now in a dying condition, 
and in case he dies, from the evidence that 
I have Lon English will be a cdld-blooded 
murderer.”’ : 

Mr. T. H. English, brother of Mr. L. R. 
English and a member of the,Atlanta fire 
department, called at The Constitution of- 
fice and stated: 

™My brother, L. R. English, is overseer 
on the Powers Ferry road. Mr. brown was 
overseer on the Pace Ferry road. Jim 
Thomason and Theodore Thomason wanted 
to work on the Pace Ferry road, but ob- 
jected to work with Mr. Brown, because 
they had had a little difficulty. They did 
not want to wofk with iim tor fear the 
difficulty would be renewed... Overseer Wii- 
liams told them it would be all right for 
them to work on the Powers Ferry road 
with Lee English. So they went to work 
with English on the road, about a half 
mile from where Brown was working. 
Brown came down to where English and 
his men were working, and told English 
that he had better not work the two hands, 
Jim and Theodore Thomason, and if he 
did. he wouid get himself into trouble. He 
then tried to make the two hands leave the 
place and go to work on his (Brown's) 
road. They told him that Overseer Wil- 
liams had given them permission to work 
on English’s road. Brown then told Jim 
Thomason that he had stolen a pistol and 
that he would get him yet fer it. Thoma- 
son toid him that he lied and if he would 
come back up the road apiece, he would 
whip him. Thomason started to go, when 
he was stopped by Lee English, who told 
him he wanted no trouble, and that it 
could be settled without it. At this time, 
Charles Brown, old man Brown’s son, ran 
out of the woods where he had been hid- 
den, with a knife in his hand, cursing and 
Swearing that he would ‘‘whip the whole 
crowd at once.”’ Lee English caught 
Charles Brown by the arm and tried to 

‘stop him. Brown cut at English with the 
knife, and slightly wo dnded him in the 
neck. Brown jerked lodse from English 
and seizing a spade struck at Jim Thoma- 
son. Thomason warded ihe blow with his 
Space, stepping backward\as he did so. 
Old Man Brown then .o!d Vim Thomason 
that he could whip him in about two min- 
utes. Lon English told Thomason to drop 
his spade, and whip him in a fair fight. 
As hé spoke old man Brown jerked out a 
knife—Lon English being on one side of 
the road and Brown on the other. Brown 
drew his kife and jerked it open. Brown 
rushed at English with his open knife. 
and english struck him with his pick on 
the side of the forhead. At the same time 
Charles Brown struck at English with 
his knife. Old man Brown fell to the 
ground, and when he was picked up, his 
open knife was lying at his side.”

The large gray animal of 
advanced yvenrs and last night was very 
vicious and unruly. The) disease had been 
evident in him for only a short while, but 
he bit and kicked in a furious manner. 

The horse belonged to E. A. Frazer, of 
36 Drummond street, and he noticed that 
it acted in a peculiar manner. Dr. Carnes 
was called to attend it and in a short 
while he diswovered that it had hydro- 
phobia. 

The horse was carried to the stables and 
there fastened in a stall. His head was 
firmly tied and the stall was fastened so 
that he could] not possibly make his 
escape. 

Last night whén touched with the end of 
a whip the horse jumped and kicked in a 
vicious manner. He hod a peculiar 
ing look in his eye and gasped occasionally.

The First Day’s Doings of Chief of Police 
W. P. Manly. 


HE IS RIGID IN HIS DISCIPLINE 


Lays Down Strong Laws for Patrol- 
4 men to Follow. 


HE WENT IN HARNESS YESTERDAY 


Jennings and Ball Received the Con- 
gratulations of the Men—How 
the Change Works. 


Early yesterday morning the rew chief 
of police arrived in his office and took up 
his new duties with a vim and push. 

It was Chief Manly’s first day in his 
new position and between the few minutes 
that friends were notin congratulating him, 
he was outlining new rules and regulations. 

During the illness of the late Chief Con- 
nclly, Chief Manly follewed the regula- 
tiens that had been laid down, and kept 
the department, running just as the former 
chief did. Now he has taken hoid of the 
reins. The patrolmen ard Officers will be 
required to pay strict attention to their 
duty. 

“IT intend to -ferret out all the crimes, to 
stop the thievirg that is going on and to 
do everything that is possibile for the pro- 
tection and goed of the citizens of Atlanta, 
said Chief Manly, 

“While I do not intend to be too strict 
On-any of the men I will expect of them 
good, conscientious work, and if I get this 
I will feel satisfied that 1 am doing my 
duty. 

“IT intend to hold the men strictly to 
their duty. In as large a body of men as 
there is on the police force of this city 
there may. be a few who are not up to the 
standard. I want to make the force as near 
perfect as possible and I intend to make 
the regulations so that if there are any 
‘drones’ they will come to the surface and 
can be handled.” 

The military requirements, and bearings 
of the men will be given atfention by the 
new chier. It was discussed at the last reg- 
ular meeting of the commissioners that the 
men be instructed in the manual of arms. 
Within the last few months the captains of 
the different watches have put the men 
through a part of the manual in changing 
the watches. 

“IT want to get the force so that. tn case 

of a public display, and on occasions where 
they will go out in a body they will 
put up a good appearance, and so that the 
citizens will be proud of them. 
“in all of the public parades-the corpse 
frem the police force have rezeived the ap- 
plause of the citizens. The men ought to be 
well versed in handling arms, b>2cause they 
rever know when they will be called out. 
While a riot is something that has not 
happened in this city in years and no prob- 
ability of occurriag soon, it is well for the 
men to understand what is required of them 
in an emergency. 

“T intend to treat each individual on the 
force with friendship and k‘ndness and in 
return [I want their earnest attention to 
cuty. 

“There will be no changes in the depart- 
ment at present,’ continued the chief. ‘‘We 
are going to run things just as they have 
been run until something turns up that 
will necessitate a change. The watches will 
run as they always have.”’ 

Chief Manly was the choice of every 
rember of the police force. The chief made 
the patrolmen a short talk, asking that 
they give him their best efforts for the 
protection of the city.

_. Must Have Local Tax. 

But I am sure that the sentiment in 
favor of a local tax is growing every- 
‘where in the state. At least a dozen coun- 
‘ties will take a vote on this matter dur- 
ing the present fall. In some counties, 
like Cobb, for instance, the younger peo- 
ple are debating the question in their 
local literary Socleties and the masses of 
the people are becoming informed not only 
as to the justice, but as to the value, to 
the counties of levying the local tax. 
The young people are now getting more 
valuable information on this whole ques- 
tion than they have ever had before. 

‘My next report to the legislature will 
show just how much local tax and how 
much state tax is raised by every state 
in the union. The Constitution stated 
the case correctly in this morning's edito- 
rial when it said that all of those states 
that have gatisfactory ‘school systems 
raise about one-third of the school 1ax by 
& general appropriation and the other two- 
thirds by a local tax. We will come to 
that in Georgia before a great while. In 
the meantime we can well afford to let 
the million dollars stand as a direct ap- 
propriation from the state at large. This 
is only $2.50 per thousand amd I do not 
think that anybody who studies the ques- 
tion thoughtfully will object to this. 

“Many of the states pay as high as $20 
per thousand as a tax for school purposes. 
According to the population of Georgia, 
school money by direct tax is only about 
h} cents per capita. In all of the rorthern 
States, middie states and westerm states 
the school tax varies from $2 to $4.50 per 
capita. This will show you that our peo- 
ple are not paying an exhorbitant school 
tax. States like eew York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and nearly all of the western states 
pay from $20 to $35 per school! child each 
year. Georgia pays $1.92. Now these are 
reliable figures from the school reports. 

“Let me call your attention to another 
fact in conmection with this matter that 
to my mind is an excecdingly hopeful in- 
dication. The returns from the counties 
to -the comptroller’s office show that more 
than eighty counties, that may be called 
purely agricultural counties, have shown 
an inerease this year in their tax returmms 
of about $6,000,000, while the counties that 
contain the cities and larger towns have 
shown a decrease of about $7,000,000, Here, 
for the first time in many years, is an 
indication that the rural districts have 
begun to prosper. 

“If you travel with me for a few weeks 
I will show you in these counties more 
new, bright and cosy schoolhouses built 
during the last two years than have been 
built in Georgia for perhaps twenty years. 
I will show you ‘another thing, that the 
people in the country are improving the 
roads, they are building new barns and 
new residences and there is every indica- 
tion that the country people are entering 
upon an “ra of wrosperity. 

Three Millions Wanted. 

then, tor heaven’s for the 
our children, let us mot do any- 
thing that will tend to check the improve- 
ment that has begun. Let us reduce the 
tax for anything else rather than reduce 
the tax that goes directly into the lives 
of our children. An effort was made in 
the last legislature to force the local tax 
of the counties, ‘ut leading attorneys who 
investigated the question declared that this 
would be unconstitutional; that the legis- 
lature could not force a county to raise 
as much by local tax as it receives from 
the state. If this be true, I think it would 
bea exceedingly unwise for the legislature 
to disturb the amount that they fixed at 
their last session for general school pur- 
poses. I hope it will not be two years 
longer until the counties will raise as 
much by local tax as the state has pro- 
vided. 

“Three millioms of dollars is the amount 
that Georgia ought to spend on her schools. 
‘Three militons of doliars of school furd 
would do more than anything else, in 
my judgment, not only to double the pop- 
ulation of Georgia, but to more than double 
the taxable wealth of the state. We only 
want to be patient amd continue the agi- 
tation of this school question, including 
the local tax ideaf for a little while and 
you will find that the people themselves 
will do the right thing in the end.”

WILL COME DOWN 


Councilman Lampkin Is Investigating 
the Matter. 


HE TALKS ON TAX RETURNS. 


He Shows the Glaring Inequalities on 
the Tax Books. 


WILL INTROBSUCE MEASURE IN COUNCIL 


Mistakes Will Be Corrected and Home 
Owners Will Be Afforded Relief 
in the Future. 


The announcement that the tax assessors 
were working on their books in order that 
the taxes on real estate may be equalized 
when next property is assessed caused 
gemeral comment yesterday. 

It has been said that for rome time 
glaring inequalities existed on the usses- 
sor’s books, but just how to remedy them 
was where the trouble lay... Mr.. E'dred 
S. Lumpkin, who is councilman from the 
third ward, came to the front witn a sug- 
gestion, which wag acted upea and wtich 
was that the tax assessors xo carefully 
Over the beoks of their office and correct 
the inequalities in the assessments. 

Mr. Lumpkin became 
matter and is now at work himself on 
the books in order that he may be as- 
sured that the matter is well done. It is 
not probable that any ordinance touching 
on the question will be introduced in coun- 
cil, as it is mot necessary. The evil will 
be remedied, however, and when next the 
assessments are made it is probable that 
the taxes of the city will take quite a 
slump. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday Mr. 
Lumpkin said: 

“I consider this one of the most vital 
questions concerning our people and I most 
heartily indorse our assessors in the move 
they have made im the direction of re- 
ducing the assessments on home property. 
I acknowledge that the tax assessors’ 
duties are very coraplicated and it requires 
a great amount of study, combined with 
good sense amd judgment to do all people 
exact justice, but they should always re- 
member in making up their verdicts, from 
which there is practically no appeal, that 
the other fellow’s oath which he takes 
when he gives in his property ‘s just as 
sacred as their oath of office, and if the 
amoumts in them differ they whould be 
harmonized if possible. 

“In my opinion the assessments have 
always been too high on homes and es- 
pecially since the radical chanzes which 
have come about within the last few 
years; times have changed, homes and 
suburban property that were only recently 
in demand and selling at a profit are now 
reduced in value to the enormous an-ount 
of 50 per cent in many instances and are 
not iow salable at that. I do not say that 
the reductions made on home _ froperty 
should he added to the assessments of 
central property, for it may be that cen- 
tral property is alreadv assessed high 
enough, but it is very apparent tliat the 
income and value of central property has 
suffered nothing like the loss sustained 
by the home and suburban property, and 
therefore if the assessments had once been 
equal and just, they are mot so at this 
time. 

“The people should be encouraged to 
own their homes—it should be no crime. 
Men are annually punished and fined be- 
cause they invest their money in the com- 
forts of a home and endeavor to provide 
a shelter for their families in case they 
are called hemce by death. It makes a far 
better citizen of every man to own his 
home agd the settled and stable comdition 
given to such communities and the im- 
provements added thereby are enough to 
amply repay any city or government in 
offering the greatest inducements for home 
buying. Is our city offering suéh induce- 
ments? I give a few instances below that 
seem convincing to me that it is not: 

“On Whitehall street is a store recent- 
ly bought in the heat of the panic for 
which the buyer paid $120,000 and it is as- 
sessed at $73,000. The merchant that oc- 
cupies that store owms his home, which 
he has offered to sell at $13,000, but could 
not for the want of a purchaser, although 
it has been assessed for years at $15,000, 
or $2,000 more than he offered to sell it 
for. Note the difference: the home assrss- 
ed at full value, the store assessed at little 
over half. Again, there is another store 
on Whitehall] street that is worth $150,000, 
based on the opinion of the most reliable 
men in the city, which is assessed 
at $77,000, about half its value, while I 
know of a little home on Fraser street 
assessed at $1,500 which cod not be sold 
for more than $1,000 or $1,200, which is 
about one-third or one-fourth more than 
its actual value. 

“Again, there is a

discrepancy between 
fine homes and cheap homes. I know a 
home on Capitol avenue, bought about 
two years ago for $8,000, which is assessed 
for $4,000, or just half cost, while ancther 
2,600, 
is assessed at $3,000, or $400 more than 
cost and at least $500 more than the place 
would brog at the present time. Space 
forbids me giving more, but many cther 
similar cases exist and should have the 
attention of our assessors at once in giv- 
ing the relief needed. 

‘“T jmagine that some will say 
can't afford to lose the money 
from this source. I answer that the suc- 
cess of the people is the psticcess of the 
city and without which tne city must fail, 
and even if the present .3sessments were 
just, the stringency of money matters, in 
my opinion, demands that the people be 
released; for many, yes, the n:ajorily, are 
strained and pressed to meet their honest 
and necessary obligations: 

“The presemt city government tas reduc- 
ed the tax rate one-fourth of 1 per cent 
and agreed to reduce the cost of sewers 
20 cents per foot, and in many ways bave 
reduced the expenses of the city govern- 
ment: but I am convinced the hottom has 
not yet been reached. We should press 
the policy of economy wnd retrenchment 
in public affairs, «even at the cxpense of 
the fat salaries and slice them in half 
if necessary to give the people the proper 
relief. Let the assessors be encouraged 
in their present aims; let them be pa- 
tient and remember that in doing jus- 
tice no one is hurt, mot even the c'ty.”

A state convention of the county commis- 
sioners of Georgia has been called ta mect 
in Atlanta on Thursday, September 16th.

The state convention has teen ealled by 
the members of.the Fulton county board of 
commissioners, and every commisslcner in 
the state has been urgently requested te 
attend the meeting. Many importunt mat- 
ters will be considered by th- conver tion, 
end i. will result in great 00d to the state 
by bringing the commissioners of the dif- 
ferent sections in touch with each other. 

Among the questions to be considered by 
the commissioners is that of disposing of 
the state convicts, and it is probable the 
commissioners will take a decided stand as 
to the settlement of this serious problem. 
Other questions of importance will come up 
for discussion, among them the question of 
improving the roads and publie highways. 

The Fulton commissioners have taken the 
initiative in this movement for a state con* 
vention of the county commisioners, but 
the questions to be considered are of inter- 
est to every county and commissioner in 
the state. The Fulton commissioners will 
entertain the visiting commissioners, and 
the latter will be well taken care of. Among 
other things, the visitors will be given an 
excursion via the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad to College»Park by the courtesy of 
President George C. Smith, of that road. 
On the return trip the visitors’ epecial train 
will stop near East Point and attend a pig 
barbecue to be given at the Cold Springs 
Cue Club. An afternoon will be spent 
pleasantly in this way, the visitors return- 
ing to the city after dinner.

MRS. BIGBY MAY 
GET A JUDGMENT 


Special Master Rosser Says $i10f000 
Is Due Her. 


EAGLE AND PHENIX MUST PAY 


Decree of Court Will Be Taken at 
Court’s Fall Term. 


FINDING FOR TWO NOTES GIVEN MRS, BIGBY 


The Disputed Possession of $10,000 
of Eagle and Phenix Bonds Is 
Also Settled. 


The famous Eagle and Phenix case bob- 
bed up again yesterday in the United States 
court in the shape of a recommendation 
for a judgment for $10,000 with interest at 
8.per cent per annum since May 1, 18%, 
added, to Mrs. Elizabeth Kate Bigby by 
Special Master Luther Z. Rosser. 

The case has been pending for some time 
and a decision in the matter has been 
looked for daily. It i6 an important step 
in the affairs of the Eagle and Phenix 
Manufacturing Company and it may lead 
to other developments. The special mas- 
cer also found that the ‘title to $10,000 worth 
of Eagle and Phenix bonds should be 
vested in Mrs. Bigby, and the reveivers of 
the company will doubtless be ordered to 
turn them over to her. 

The claim of Mrs. Bigby was brought in- 
to court some time ago by an intervention 
in the case of J. A. Newton et al. versus 
the Eagle and Phenix Manufacturing Com- 
pany, which was filed through her at- 
torneys, Mesers. N. J. & T. A. Hammond. 

This. intervention showed that on May 
1, 1895, the Eagle and Phenix Manufaecitur- 
ing Company, by John S. Bigby, its presi- 
dent, made and delivered to the petitioner, 
Mrs. Bigby, a promissory note of that date 
for $5,000, due sixty days after date, with 
interest at 8&8 per cent per annum, to be 
paid annually, and if not paid to be count- 
ed as principal. 

The petition alleges that the Eagle and 
Phenix company got value received for 
this note and agreed to pay as liquidated 
damages for its non-payment 10 per cent 
as attorneys’ fees and all costs of collec- 
tion. Mrs. Bigby, in her petition, also al- 
leges that on March 23, 1896, the Eagle and 
Phenix, by John 8S. Bigby, its president, 
gave her another promissory note for $10,- 
000 on the same conditions as were stated 
in the first note. 

The petition alleges that the petitioner 
was told that 20 bales of checks or plaids 
had been deposited as security in ware- 
house known as. sewrion 3, leased to the 
American Loan and Banking Company. 
Both of these notes were indorsed by Mr. 
John S. Bigby. The petition io the court 
alleged that the security claimed to have 
been deposited to secure the payment of 
the second note was called for by the pe- 
titioner, but was never produced. [{t had, 
says the petition, been’ otherwise disposed 
of before her demand and wititout her 
consent. 

Mrs. Bigby brought suit in the city court 
of Atlanta against her husband, John 38. 
Bigby, and on November 10, 1896, obtained 
a judgmen: for $15,000 principal and $614.3 
interest. She also received a judgment for 
the costs in the case, None of this money 
has ever been paid to her, according to 
the petition. 

This amendment was referred to Specia!] 
Master Rosser and he took notice of it in 
reaching his findings. The decision of thé 
special master reached the office of the 
cierk of the United States ‘court yester- 
aay, where it was piaced on file. Mr.

NO TROUBLE IN HANDLING SEALS 


Porfessor Jordan Says They Can Be 
Easily Branded. 

Palo Alto, Cal., August 25.—Professor Jor- 
dan, president of Leland Stanford univer- 
Sity, says that the opmion of his friend, 
Professor Elliott, relating to the branding 
of seals, is entitled to no especial notice, 
because Professor Elliott knows nothing 
Whatever about the subject. He adds: 

“As a matter of fact, the branded seal- 
skin in the possession of the treasury 
departmént was burned while the pup 
wore its black coat. After the wound 
had healed and had been replaced by the 
new coat, which corresponds. to that 
of the adult seal, it was killed amd skin- 
ned. 

‘There is no question that it is perfectly 
feasible to brand seals, and that the brand 
will remain permanently as it Joes on a 
horse or cow. One man can brand fe- 
male seal pups at the rate of 1,000 a day. 
brand will grow with the growth of 
the amimal. The water hair will tide it 
to some extent, but the part of the skin 
on which it appears is permanently spvil- 
ed for the furrier’s purposes, 

“The adult seal can also be branded 
without injury, but they are not so easily 
branded, As to the notion that handling 
the animals will frighten them amd drive 
them off to some other island. There is no 
foundation for it. They mind it no more 
than sheep mind being sheared.’’

Evangeline Cisneros, incareerated at Ha- 
vana by the Spanish military authorities, 
and who, it was reported, was to be sent 
to the penal colony in Africa, the resident 
Spanish minister, Dupuy Delome, has ad- 
dressed the following letter to Mrs. Davis 
giving the offic.al Spanish version of the 
arrest of the young Cuban and the alleged 
reasons for her detention and proposed 
trial: 

‘“‘Lenox, Mass., August 25.—To Mrs. Va- 
rina Jefferson Davis, Narragansett Pier, 
R. I. Dear Madam: Don Juan du _ Boso, 
first secretary of the royal Spanish lega- 
tion, who went to see you in my name, 
has -reported to me the conversation he 
has had the honor of having with you 
saturday last. 

“l have not failed to convey to her 
majesty, the queen, through her minister 
of state, the duke of Tetuan, that you had 
really telegraphed to her majesty and I 
have also reported the noble wordg you 
have eypresséed in your conversation. 

Mr. du Boso told you that when your 
cabiegram was received the queen and 
Spanish government had no knowledge 
of the arrest of Miss Cisneros, and also 
that her majesty had given orders, as soon 
as: it was received, to repori to her the 
merits of the case and had been pleased 
to command me to inform you, if your 
message Was true, that she had received 
it favorably and with all the regard due 
to a lady sv worthy of respect as you 
are. 

“The information ‘received from Cuba by 
the Svanish government and laid béfore 
her majesty and that has been transmit- 
ted to me by cable, shows, in my opinion, 
that a shameless conspiracy to promote 
the interests of one or more sensational 
papers is at the bottom of the romance 
that has touched your good heart. 

“The facets show that Miss Evangeline 
Cossio Cisneros lured to her house the 
military commander of the Island of Pines, 
and had mep concealed in it who tried to 
assassinate him in connection with an up- 
rising of the prisopers in the island. For 
that offense, far from being condemned 
and being ready to be transported to a 
penal settlement in Africa, she has not 
yet been tried; the public prosecutor has 
not yet presented the case for the govern- 
ment; he has not yet, as a requisite of our 
law, asked that a sentence be imposed 
on her, and the case is not yet ready to be 
fully disposed of. ; 

“These facts are very easy to prove. 
The American. consul general, any of the 
general consuls itn Cu willing to get 
information can convince themselves of 
the truth and could have been applied to 
by the papers which have _§ started this 
sensation if they had really been prompted 
by a sentiment of humanity. instead of 
having been prompted by the desire of 
increasing their circulation by their usual 
slanderous methods 

“The absolute falsehood of the press 
publications in relation to certain facts re- 
lating to the case is not favorable cer- 
tainly to the exactitude of the considera- 
tions with which the innocence of the 
accused persons pretends to ve proved. 

“I have the honor of giving you the 
above information by order ~ | her maj- 
esty, and to inform you, by her special 
command, that she !s well and favorably 
disposed to correspond to your earnest 
plea, and T[T am instructed to add that 
as the case stands, and before the trial 
has been completed. and a sentence im- 
posed, she is not allowed by the law to
